The in- 
fluence the Russian soviet representa- 
tives have gained in China since the 
signing of the treaty between Peking 
and Moscow has caused growing cén- 
cern here and soviet propaganda has 
been employed in many parts of the 
country to discredit and embarrass 
the western powers in their dealings 
with the difficult situation that ex- 
ists there because of the lack of a 
strong central government. 

The student movement in conduct- 
ing an anti-foreign crusade at Shang- 
hai and elsewhere in China afforded 
opportunity for the furtherance of the 

ropaganda program launched by the 

ussian soviet agitators. The devel- 
opment of this movement alone, even 
without its present connection with 
bolshevist activities, has been watched 
closely in Washington and other 
western capitals for many months, 
since it threatened the safeguards for 
the security of foreign life and prop- 
erty in China which special treaty 
rights were deemed to provide, 


New Clash Expected. 


Dispatches yesterday from Canton 
telling of an impending outbreak of 
civil war in that vicinity reflect the 
division of opinion in Chinese circles 
as to the desirability of following bol- 
shevist theories .and leaders, The 
contending forees, which were expect- 
ed to clash within 10 days, represent 
the radical and conservative wings of 
the whole south China party, which 
was headed up to the time of his 
death recently by Dr. Sun Yat Sen. 

The radical group among Sun's fol- 
lowers has openly declared adherence 
to bolshevist principles, including the 
intention to cooperate with soviet 
Russia. The conservative south China 


leaders are allied with frienly mili- ; 


tary groups in nearby’ provinces and 
the impending clash is expected to 
develop from their efforts to dislodge 
the radical wing from control of Can- 
ton and its vicinity. 

Today's reports ‘from Shanghai 
made it clear that \the campaign of | 
the agitators to miake the. interna- 
tional settlement untenable for for- 
eign residents had gathered consider- 
able headway. Press advices indicated 
yesterday that the leaders of the dis- 
turbance realize that an attempt to 
drive foreigners out by force would 
bring swift retribution in the shape 
of foreign fleets and troops. They 
are seeking the same end, however. by 
promoting strikes among all classes of 
Chinese workers in the international 
settlement, ineluding domestic — help 
and those employed in maintaining 
essential publie utilities.

The new American minister in 
China, John Van A. MacMurray, will 
leave Washington for Peking Satur- 
day.

WOMAN INDICTED 
NV POISON PLOT 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PKESS. . 
Crown Point, Ind., June 4.—Mrs. 
Anna Cunningham, 49, Gary, Ind., 
widow, was indicted on three first- 
degree murder charges yesterday by 
the Lake county grand jury. 

The state charges that she slew 
three of her children by poison. 

A third son, Harry, 21, died in 1921, 
and a fourth, David. Jr., was poison 
ei, but bis condition was discovered 
in a Chicago hospital and physicians 
saved his life. He has been slowly 
improving. 

It was the poisoning of David Jr., 
that Jed to Mrs. Cunningham’s arrest 
‘and the disclosure of the mysterious 
deaths. Bodies of three children were 
exhumed, Chemical, analysis disclos- 
ed the presence of poison. 

The children whose bodies were ex- 
humed, and the insurance each carried 


and for whose deaths Mrs. Cunning- 
ham was indicted, were: 

Isabelle, aged 18, who died Decem- 
ber 31, 1920; insured for $350. 

Charles, 19, died September 21, 
1922; insured for $1,000. 

Walter, 13, died September 26, 
1923; insured for $300 

Henry Cunningham, 21 died ow 
October 13, 1921. He also was insur- 
ed for $1,000, like his father, who 
died July 2, 1918. but the - authoril 
ties found no evidence that either of 
them was a poison victim., Besides 
David, Jr., one daughter, ‘Mae, "19, 
survives. 

Attorneys for Mrs. Cunningham, are 
| expected to plead insanity in her de- 
fense. She is expected to be arraign- 
ed within two weeks.

practically the same condition. We 
taxed them to the limit in drafting 
the Jannary. sheet, and nothing has 
developed since then to convince me 


that the receipts will be increased in 
accordance with the figures contained 
in the June sheet. 

“That in itself would be sufficient 
grounds on which to veto the meas- 
ure, but in addition, the sheet con- 
templates adding several city em- 
ployes to the rolls, and also provides 
for some street widening and other 
improvements, which, in view of the 
city’s strained financial condition, I 
do not think should be undertaken 
at the present time.” 

Curtailment Needed. 

“Right now is the time when we 
should curtail expenses instead of in- 
creasing them. The national govern- 
; ment is taking every possible step to 
j}eut operating expenses, and I think 
| that the Jeast the city should do is to 
live within its income. 
| “Instead of adding men to the city 
|pay rolls, we should cut off all sn- 
perfluous employees. Several depart- 
ments have more now than they need, 
and I intend to call council’s attention 
to that fact in my message. I will not 
approve addition of any -extra help 
for any department until the present 
financial condition is relieved. In- 
stead, some of the present employees 
must start to work unless they wish to 
' resign. 
| “As long as I am mayor of Atlanta, 
the city will not be plunged into a 
financial hole with am; approval, and 
action to place it there will be passed 
only over my veto.” 


Holds Conferences. 


The mayor’s action was taken only 
after lengthy conferences Wednesday 
and Thursday with Dr. W. B. Duyall, 
chairman of the finance committee, 
City Comptroller B. Graham West, 
the three city tax assessors and other 
officials. 

Veto of the sheet will not affect 
payment of salaries, or issuance of 
other checks for purposes provided in 
the January finance sheet.

highways officials*for some time that 
a remedy should be found for the 
present confused situation in‘ respect 
to interstate roads. Information was 
presented at the recent. meeting of 
the joint board in Washington show- 
ing that overlapping of named’ routes 
is common. There are few of such 
routes that are not coincident in part 
with other routes. One well-known 
route 1,500 miles long overlaps other 
routes for 70 per cent of its length. 
Ten different reutes are involved in 
this overlapping and in places two 


or three of them coincide for many }: 


miles. 

At the regional meetings tentative 
proposals with resyect to the form 
and color of warning and directional 
signs for the interstate roads will be 
presented to the state highway offi- 

cials for consideration. It has been 
tentatively decided to adopt a_stand- 
ard round sign for marking all rail- 
road crossings and an octagonal sign 
to indicate danger or stop, a diamond- 
shaped. sign for caution for slow, 
squate sign to indicate “look” or at- 
tention and rectangplar shape for di- 
rectional or informational signs. 
Other Bodies Want Action. 

Recommendations with regard to 
the standardization of highway signa 
have: been made recently by a num- 
ber of natienal organizations, includ- 
ing the American Association of State 
Highway Officials, the Hoover Street 
and Highway Safety conference, the 
sectional committee on color code for 
highway signs of the American enzi- 
neering standards committee, the Na- 
tional Safety council, the United 
States bureau of standards, the Na- 
tional Research council and the Amer: 
ican Automobile association. 

As a result of the work of the joint 
board on interstate highways in co- 
operation with the state highway de- 
partment, it is ar:ticipated that a 
practical scheme, taking into account 
all such recommendations, will he 
evolved in thegrear future, and applied 
at least to the designated important 
interstate highways.

SUCCUMBS VOR 


Deland, Fla., June 4.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Lue Gim Gong, 70, 
Chinese-American citrus expert and 


originator of two of the best-known 
varieties of grapefruit and oranges in 
Fiorida and California, died at a local 
hospita] last night. He came to this 
|country at the age of 12 and was 
adopted and educated ty an American 
woman, whose winter home he inher- 
ited here at her death, 

The Chinese-American had lived in 


the past 15 years and had made many 
discoveries and had perfected the 
growing of several other fruits and 
vegetables. He was presented with a 
gold medal by the United Sta gov- 
ernment in recognition of his work 
with oranges. It is said that he has 
saved the industry millions of dollars 
by his perfection through years of 
experimenting of an orange tree that 
fruit would remain on until far beyond 
maturity. 

Among the perfections that Gim 
Gong has effected are the cherry cur- 


apple of Macsachusetts, peach ‘which 
grows under glass and bears in No- 
vember, a firm variety of tomatoes 
and the three-leaf orange, which bears 
as far north as Connecticut.

HARVARD PROFESSOR 
UPHOLDS WORLD COURT 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Columbus, Ohio, June 4.—Declaring 
he could not “find the slightest justi- 
fication for Senator Borah’s. position 
that the world court should bé reduced 
to a body which will have the capacity 
merely of legal adviser to the league 
of nations,” Dr. Manly O. Hudson 
Bemis, professor of international law 
at Harvard university, today upheld 
the world court in au address before 
the Ohio Bankers’ association. 

Dr. Hudson ‘called attention to the 
fact that during the first three years 
of the history of the United States 
supreme court this body was called 
upon to decide but two cases, whereas 
the world court, in its three years of 
existence, has handed down 16 opin- 
ions or judgments and when it begina 
its fourth year this month will have 
two more cases on its docket. 

The world court, Dr. Hudson said, 
acts always as a court with reference 
to legal questions. ‘T’he larger politi- 
cal questions which might lead to war 
never come before it, he said. 

“Other machinéry must be provided 
for them if we would attain the maxi- 
mum of security,” Dr. Hudson said, 

“and that. machinery exists today as 
the league of 55 nations.” 

Returning to the world court ques- 
tions Dr. Hudson said: 

“I think we may say that for three 
reasons, the new world court promises 
to be a vital factor in our efforts to 
preserve world peace. It will directly 
contribute to the settlement of acute 
situations, it will’ facilitate smooth 
working of foreign offices, and it will 
contribute to the building of a new 
international law. 

“I do not say that the working of 
the court to date has prevented any 
wars—we can never be certain about 
the wars that do not happen. Nor 
can it be said with confidence that 
future disputes will be taken to the 
court instead of to the battlefields, 

“What we can do—what 55 na- 
tions have done since the war—is to 
build methods and machinery which 
may be used to form habits of peace- 
ful sentiment, to extend the frontier 
of law, and to pull the minds of men 
out of this archaic state in which the 
barbarities of war are ever present as 
possible means of escape from reason, 

“If the work of yesterday and to- 
day is to be the basis of tomorrow's 
action, nations, like individuals, must 
have a security which onl ythe proc- 
esses of peace can bring them.”

Old fashicred teachers of hygiere 
who. still b<tieve in ‘taking cokl have 
a. “prepared, position” upon which 
they ez» fs back challenged. | This 
reserve tieuch or dugout *<f theirs 
is suspiciously close to the position 
of the fad healers who readily concede 
that there may be germs vr microbes 
associated with various disewses but 
if so the microbes are presert nerely 
as a. consequence of the disease. ‘rie 
reserve position of ghe old fashioned 
teachers is that there may be xermy 
or microbes associated with what they 
vaguely eail “colds,” but the germs 
gain entrance to the field or ascend- 
ancy over the tissue cells only when 
the “resistance has been lowered by 
exposure to cold or other factors. 

Curiously enough, the scientific # i- 
dence bearing on the question of re- 
sistance is rather more convincing in 
relation to such diseases as diphtheria 
and tuberculosis than it 
tion to the. more common respiratory 
infections, and yet these reactiousry 
doctors and health officers who: still 
uphold the cold theory never dwell 
upon the predisposing or contributiny 
factors when instructing the peoyle 
about the prevention of diphtheria or 
tuberculosis; Wouldn’t it be ridicu- 
lous for a health officer,for instance, 
to warn people about the dangers of 
getting their feet wet or admitting 
a draft as there is considerable diph- 
theria or tuberculosis at this season 
of the year? it would, yet it is not 
nearly so ridiculous as the puublie ad- 
vice regularly given out by the health 
officers of some of our great cities 
every season in reference to what they 
evasively term “colds’’—of course they

GRANT PARK BUS LINE 
WILL OPEN SATURDAY 


Service on the new Grant park bus 
line will be inaugurated Saturday 
morning under authorization granted 
by city council at Monday’s session, 
it was announced Thursday by the 
Georgia Railway and Power company. 
The new line will be the third estab- 
lished since the abolition of. jitneys 
and will run through a section which 
is now without regular transportation 
service of any kind. 

The first bus will leave Cherokee 
and Augusta avenues at 6 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning, and Confederate and 
Ormewood avenues, the other termi- 
nal, at 6:10 o’clock.

Greb Speeded Up. 

“Twenty tough rounds they went,”

-Give the dope fiend a chance, 
 That’s the advice given Georgia 
and other states by United States 
Commissioner Joe Abbot. 

“The time has come for the states 
to establish institutions which will 
take care of narcotic addicts, gi¥e 
them proper treatment, which will 
eventually cure them, and turn them 
back into society equipped to rehabi- 
litate themselves,” he said. 

Commissioner Abbot, who holds pre- 
liminary examinaions in cases of per- 
sons arrested on charges of violating 
the Harris Narcotic act has had wide 
experience in this work. : 

“In a large percentage of the cases 
[ haxe examined I have found peo- 
ple who would make good citizens 
if they could free themselves of the 
narcotic habit but who are unable to 
do this under our present system. If 
the states would erect special insti- 
tutions to handle this class of cases 
I am sure that numerous men could 
be reclaimed from the habit and 
turned into good citizens.” 

Commissioner Abbot Thursday re- 
ceived a letter from a prisoner he 


to be held for trial in the federal 
court. This prisoner begged that he 
be allowed to go to the federal prison, 

“I believe that would be the best 
thing that could happen to me in my 
present condition.” he wrote. “If I 
don’t get to some institution like that 
"1 die.” 

“The great evil of the narcotic 
curse now is that it reaches so many 
young people,” Commissioner Abbott 
said. “I have found numerous cases 
of mere boys, charged with violations 
of the narcotic act. After they be- 
come addicts they are not wholly ‘re- 
sponsible for their actions: and soon 
drift into the commission of other 
crimes. If such cases were handled 
in time much crime would be pre- 
vented.”

PLEA MADE FOR WAGES 
TO WOMAN OF THE HOME, 

Detroit, June 4.—(By the Asso 
ciated Press.)—The women of the 
United States must move ahead of 
economic conditions, Doris Stevens 
(Mrs. Dudley Field Malone)  toid 
members of the mid-western confer- 
ence of the National Woman's party, 
at the close of the first day’s meeting 
at Bloomfield Hills, here. 

Miss Stevens, as she had been pre- 
sented to the conference, had just 
finished an impassioned plea _ for 
recognition of the woman of the home 
as a wage earner: to be, in fact, paid, 
wages. One of her hearers inter- 
rupted to ask what would happen un- 
der a wage earning condition for the 
wife in the home of the. working 
man, who was just able to make ends 
meet, 

Cannot Wait for Change. 

“We cannot wait for economic sys 
tems to change to fit the demands 
we are making,’ Miss Stevens re- 
plied. . “The greatest thing we can 
do is to pass on to the next genera- 
tion a clean siate, with all the old 
discriminating laws against women 
cleared away by a federal amendment 
giving men and women equal rights.” 

Miss Stevens’ talk followed close 
upon one by Mrs. Florence Bayard 
Hilles, of Wilmington, Del., in which 
she had: held up to ridicule the dif- 
ference between the insurance rules 
of many of the companies of _ the 
United States as between men anil 
women, declaring that’ while men 
could collect for smail injuries, the 
only way women could collect was 
through death. 

Women are discriminated against 
as equals of their husbands in prop- 
erty and legal rights in most of the 
states of the union, Mrs. Burnita 
Sheldon Matthews, Washington, D. C., 
head of the legal research bureau, 
told the conference. 

“Refore .the woman marries, the 
law presumes she is able to look out 
for herself,”” Mrs. Matthews told the 
conference. ‘“‘But when she marries, 
the law in some states requires ‘her 
to go throngh a complicated court 
procedure to determine her capacity 
to carry on business, Before mar- 
riage, a woman can eontract and as- 
sume all kinds of liabilities and ob- 
ligations. As soon as she marries, the 
law of some of the states takes her
